White House says

New Orleans 

A federal judge struck down the 
Obama administration’s six-month 
ban on deepwater oil drilling in the 
Gulf of Mexico on Tuesday, say- 
ing the government rashly con- 
cluded that because one rig failed, 
the others are in immediate dan- 
ger, too. 

The White House promised an 
immediate appeal. The Interior 
Department had halted approval 
of any new permits for deepwater 
drilling and suspended drilling of 
33 exploratory wells in the Gulf 

Press Secretary Robert Gibbs 
said President Obama believes that 
until investigations can determine 
why the spill happened, continued 
deepwater drilling could expose 
workers and the environment to 
“a danger that the president does 
not believe we can afford.” 

Several companies that ferry 
people and supplies, and provide 
other services to offshore drill- 


ing rigs asked U.S. District Judge 
Martin Feldman in New Orleans 
to overturn the moratorium. 

They argued it was arbitrarily 
imposed after the April 20 explo- 
sion on the Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig. Feldman sided with 
the companies. 

“What seems clear is that the 
federal government has been 


pressed by what happened on the 
Deepwater Horizon into an other- 
wise sweeping confirmation that all 
Gulf deepwater drilling activities 
put us all in a universal threat of 
irreparable harm,” he wrote. 

Feldman’s financial disclosure 
report for 2008 shows holdings in 
at least eight petroleum companies 
or companies that invest in them. 


including Transocean Ltd., which 
owned the Deepwater Horizon. 
The report shows that most of his 
holdings were valued at less than 
$ 15 , 000 . 

It’s not clear whether Feldman 
still has all of the stock listed in the 
report. Feldman did not immedi- 
ately respond to a request for com- 
ment.

Obama’s Budget Chief to Resign 


Orszag will likely be 
first person to leave 
president’s Cabinet 

Washington 

The White House budget direc- 
tor says he is stepping down next 
month, positioning him to be the 
first high-profile member of Pres- 
ident Obama’s team to depart the 
administration. 

Peter Orszag confirmed his 
planned resignation in a brief inter- 
view with The Associated Press on 
Tuesday. He said he views passage 
of last year’s economic recovery 
act as his most significant accom- 
plishment. 



Peter Orszag was a key player in the 
passage of a health care law this year. 


As director of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget, Orszag holds 
Cabinet-level rank and a pivotal role 
in shaping and defending how the 


administration spends the public’s 
money. He quickly emerged as a 
friendly face of Obama’s govern- 
ment, often selling plans to con- 
front the deficit and to spur the 
economy. 

Speculation has for weeks held 
that Orszag would leave this year 
after a nonstop sprint as head of 
the budget agency. During his ten- 
ure, Congress has passed the most 
expensive stimulus program in U.S. 
history and a massive health care 
reform law. Orszag has overseen 
Obama’s first two budgets, too. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said that “a number 
of very talented candidates” were 
being considered to replace Orszag.

w Guaranteed choice of primary 
care doctors and pediatricians from

“We’ve got to make sure that 
this new law is not being used as 
an excuse to simply drive up costs,” 
Obama said. 

Marking 90 days since the bill 
was signed, the White House rolled 
out new regulations that explain 
how several provisions of the law 
will be carried out. The White 
House called the health care law a 
“patients’ bill of rights,” but Repub- 
licans dismissed the announcement 
as a public relations ploy. 

“This shouldn’t be called a 
health care bill of rights, but a bill 
of goods that the American peo- 
ple aren’t buying,” said Sen. Orrin

Britain Announces Painful Cuts 



Treasury chief sets 
toughest budget in 
decades to slash debt 

London 

Britain’s Treasury chief unveiled on 
Tuesday the toughest cuts to public 
spending in decades, a raft of tax 
rises and a new levy on banks in an 
emergency budget aimed at restor- 
ing ravaged public finances. 

George Osborne told lawmakers 
his austerity package — which will 
see welfare payments and spend- 
ing programs slashed — was nec- 
essary to quickly reduce national 
debts from the financial crisis. 

Everyone in Britain will feel the 
strain, he said, from shoppers pay- 
ing higher sales tax to Queen Eliza- 
beth II — who accepted a freeze in 
her support from taxpayers. 


“With this unavoidable budget, 
we’ve had to increase taxes, we’ve 
had to pay the bills of past irrespon- 
sibility, we’ve had to relearn the vir- 
tue of financial prudence,” Osborne 
told the House of Commons. 

Prime Minister David Camer- 
on campaigned before Britain’s 
May election on a promise to make 
steeper and faster cuts to Britain’s 


debts than would Gordon Brown’s 
ousted Labour Party. 

The move puts Britain, like most 
of Europe, at odds with the U.S. 
government’s view that the global 
recovery still needs support.

Is Gen. Stanley A. McChrystal 
someone the president can afford 
to fire? 

Even some of McChrystal’s 
staunchest backers in Afghanistan 
said the derisive comments the gen- 
eral and his staff made about the 
Obama administration to a Roll- 
ing Stone reporter leave him open 
to dismissal. 

“I say this as someone who 
admired and respects Stan 
McChrystal enormously. The 
country doesn’t know how much 
good he’s done. But this is a fir- 
ing offense,” said Eliot A. Cohen, 
who served as a counselor to Sec- 
retary of State Condoleezza Rice in 
the latter days of the Bush admin- 
istration. 

The sentiment that McChrystal 
and his staff had crossed an almost 
sacred line in criticizing the civil- 
ian chain of command was almost 
universal. 

McChrystal quickly apologized 
for his remarks and was sum- 
moned to Washington to further 
explain them. “This is clearly a 
firing offense,” said Peter Feav- 
er, a former official in the Bush 
White House. 

But relieving McChrystal of his 
command on the eve of a major 
offensive in Kandahar, which White 
House and Pentagon officials have 
said is the most critical of the war, 
would be a major blow to the war 
effort, said military experts. The 
president has set a July 2011 dead- 
line to begin withdrawing troops 
from Afghanistan, putting mas- 
sive pressure on the military and 
McChrystal to make progress in 
stabilizing Afghanistan this sum- 
mer and fall when troop levels are 
at their peak.

While Metro called for a moment of silence at10:30a.m. Tuesday, there 
was no sign of it on a train traveling between Bethesda and Friendship Heights. The 
operator, who was barely audible, mentioned nothing about the crash or a remem- 
brance as the train rolled on with almost every seat taken by families, sunburned 
tourists in tank tops and a few commuters in business attire. At 10:35 a.m., a girl 
about 10 years old asked her mother about the photo of the crash and the 2-inch 
“1 Year Later" headline on the front page of Express that the woman held. “Those 
things happen— just like cars can get in a crash," the woman told the girl, (twp) 


Washington 

About 300 people gathered near 
the Fort Totten Metro station on 
Tuesday morning and observed 
a moment of silence for the nine 
people killed and dozens injured 
in the tragic Red Line crash that 
happened one year ago. 

“Today we reflect on the most 
tragic day in the history of Metro. We 
express our shared sorrow” said Jim 
Graham, a member of Metro’s board 
of directors, who presided over the 
event. Graham was board chairman 
when the accident occurred. 

Representatives of the fami- 
lies of the nine people who died in 
the crash said that the Metro acci- 
dent could have been avoided, and 
urged Metro officials to take steps 
to make sure that such loss of life 
never happens again. 

A representative of eight of the 
families said in a statement that the 
day of remembrance was marred 
by recent actions Metro has taken 
in court in response to litigation 
pending over the accident. The fam- 
ilies are suing for wrongful death 
and negligence. The eight families 
initially filed separate suits, but 


they were combined into one legal 
action. The family of train operator 
Jeanice McMillan was not a party 
to the statement. 

Kenneth Hawkins, brother of 


school aide Dennis Hawkins, 64, 
who died in the crash, said Metro 
filed a motion on May 24 to dismiss 
the lawsuit “based on the claim of 
sovereign immunity.” 


This petition “demonstrates 
the cynicism and blatant contempt 
[Metro] has for the victims, families 
and justice,” he said. “It also makes 
this day of remembrance disingen- 
uous, to say the least.” 

Metro said that its motion to dis- 
miss was “partial” and “a routine 
step in such a lawsuit,” Metro spokes- 
woman Lisa Farbstein said. “Even if 
granted, this would not deprive any- 
one of their day in court or their right 
to a jury trial. Neither of our motions 
separately or together seeks dis- 
missal of the suit against Metro in its

Americans prepare 
for a pressure-packed 
match versus Algeria

One more game, one last chance to 
make their reputation. 

When the Americans play Algeria 
at the World Cup on Wednesday, they’ll 
either live up to all the hype and earn 
a spot among the final 16 teams or fall 
painfully short of their long-stated goal 
and lose a watershed opportunity. 

“We have a great chance tomorrow 
night to get a win and advance on to the 
second round,” captain Carlos Bocane- 
gra said Tuesday. “It’s important for us 
because we had that disappointment in 
’06. It’s not really extra motivation, but 
it’s just in the back of our minds. You 
work so hard and you train for so long 
for the World Cup, and it can be over so 
quickly if you don’t advance.” 

A victory or possibly a tie would 


move the United States into the knock- 
out rounds on a high that will set off 
midday celebrations back home. Rep- 
licate the loss to Ghana that knocked 
the U.S. out in 2006, and it will start a 
new round of soul-searching that could 
cost coach Bob Bradley his job — not to 
mention dampen the burgeoning enthu- 
siasm for soccer in America. 

Since returning to the World Cup 
in 1990 after a 40-year absence, the 
U.S. has alternated first-round elim- 


ination (’90, ’98 and ’06) with a sec- 
ond-round appearance at home in 1994 
and a trip to the quarterfinals in South 
Korea in 2002. 

This World Cup started with a come- 
from-behind 1-1 tie against glamorous 
England. Then the Americans trailed 
Slovenia by two goals at halftime only 
to fight back as Landon Donovan and 
Michael Bradley scored for a 2-2 draw. 
They appeared to go ahead, but Mau- 
rice Edu’s 85th-minute goal was disal- 


lowed for reasons referee Koman Couli- 
baly of Mali didn’t explain. 

“We’re not going to worry about 
any calls or anything like that getting 
us down,” Bocanegra said. “We had a 
good second half and, hopefully, we can 
continue with that momentum and put 
that into the Algeria game.” 

The U.S. has never before faced the 
Desert Foxes, who have yet to score in 
this tournament after a 1-0 loss to Slo- 
venia and a 0-0 draw against England. 
Algeria can advance only with a win, 
and Les Fennecs coach Rabah Saadane 
repeatedly used the phrase “God will- 
ing” in reference to a victory. 

A win would send the U.S. to a sec- 
ond-round matchup this weekend with 
Germany, Ghana, Serbia or Australia, and 
another big television audience for Ameri- 
can soccer. With France knocked out, and 
England, Germany, defending champion 
Italy and Spain all uncertain of reaching

Reduced to 10 men after Gour- 
cuff was sent off with 65 minutes 
to play, the French lost 2-1 Mon- 
day. For South Africa, the win was 


scant consolation: Having lost one 
and drawn the other of its previ- 
ous two games, it became the first 
World Cup host in 80 years of the 
competition to be eliminated from 
the first round. 

France’s multimillionaire play- 
ers embarrassed themselves and 



Uruguay secured the top spot 

in Group A with a 1-0 win over Mexico 
on Tuesday, although the Mexicans 
still advanced to the knockout round 
at the expense of host South Africa, 
which was eliminated because it had 
a worse goal differential than Mexico.

Strasburg Generating AU-Star Debate 


Should rookie’s fast 
start be enough to 
earn coveted honor?

The reasons to include Stephen 
Strasburg in the 2010 All-Star 
Game are as powerful and obvi- 
ous as one his 100 mph fastballs. 
His presence will give television its 
best ratings, Major League Baseball 
its best showcase and the National 
League its best chance to win.

It’s no wonder June Havens 
(Cameron Diaz) falls for him when 
they meet on her flight from Wich- 
ita to Boston.

The film follows Roy and June as 
they hop from Beantown to Man- 
hattan to the Azores to the Alps to 
Spain, all while Roy tries to protect 
a nebbishy inventor (Paul Dano) 
and keep his top-secret invention 
out of the wrong hands. 

But exactly whose are those? 

According to the feds (led by 
Peter Sarsgaard and Viola Davis), 
it’s Roy who’s the bad guy: an 
unstable, untrustworthy rogue 


agent. And it does seem possible 
that he might be ever so slightly 
deranged. Cruise’s couch-jumping 
past actually helps here, adding a 
layer of unpredictability to a char- 
acter who, in almost every other 
aspect, is a kind of Superman.

But this isn’t just “The Tom 
Cruise Show.” As an ordinary 
woman inadvertently caught up 
in a world of jet-setting espionage, 
Diaz makes a delicious comedic and 
romantic foil to Cruise’s Roy. 

It helps that the script is as live- 
ly as the action. Roy’s schmoozing 
patter is a mix of cheesy small talk 
and spy-movie cliches: “Open the 
door, June,” he shouts, while cling- 
ing to the windshield of the speed- 
ing car she’s driving. “Beautiful 
dress, by the way,” he adds. 

Roy’s unflappability is a thing 
of wonder, but it’s also the source of 
much of the film’s humor. “Knight 
and Day,” you see, isn’t just anoth- 
er “romaction” hybrid.

“What we show in ‘Death Race 2000' 
is, to a large extent, the way the world 
has gone and I think the world will 
eontinue to go as long as we are the 
people we are” 

Roger Gorman, the master pro- 
ducer of low-budget schlock, may 
be exaggerating a little when he 
makes that statement during one 
of the DVD extras on a new edition 
of “Death Race 2000,” released 
Tuesday on DVD ($20) and Blu- 
ray ($27). Here we are in 2010, a 
full decade beyond the future envi- 
sioned in his 1975 cult hit, and so 
far, no U.S. president has ever sanc- 
tioned a cross-continental speeda- 
thon that awards point values based 
on the quantities and ages of the 
casualties. (Mow down an elderly 
person? That’s an easy 100 points 
in “Death Race” world.) 

Yet something about this less- 
than-subtle satire of an America 
unquenchable in its thirst for blood 
still seems relevant, or at least rel- 
evant enough to make revisiting 
“Death Race” — with all of its bla- 
tantly fake blood, comically tricked- 
out cars, pseudo-social commen- 
tary and unnecessary nudity — an 
entertaining experience.

as the two central overly aggres- 
sive drivers, makes the picture look 
sharper than one might expect 
given its age and the fact that it 
was made with the word “cheap” 
perpetually on the minds of the 
filmmakers.

Timeless Amusements 



Roller coaster fans 
honor two rides at a 
Pennsylvania park 

Attractions 

Though Philadelphia is a city built 
on steel, some of the most sought- 
after attractions in it are actually 
made of wood. 

Just ask the more-than 400 
members of the American Coast- 
er Enthusiasts, who have come to 
Kennywood amusement park for 
the 7,000-member group’s annual 
convention. The highlight will be 
riding three of the oldest wooden 
roller coasters in the world — over, 
and over, and over again. 

“There are very few, maybe no 
places, in the world quite like it,” 
said Bill Linkenheimer, of Pitts- 
burgh, the group’s secretary, who 
joined the club in 1980 at age 13. 

The gathering this week marks 
the fourth time that the group, 
founded in 1978, has held its annual 
convention at Kennywood. It also 
marks the first time the American 
Coaster Enthusiasts will honor two 


coasters at one park with plaques 
designating them ACE Roller 
Coaster Landmarks. 

The rides — the Jack Rabbit 
and the Racer — were both built of 
wood in the 1920s. The Jack Rabbit 
is known for its 70-foot double-dip 
drop, while the Racer is the only sin- 
gle-track racing coaster in the U.S. 
Through its “reverse curve” design. 


riders start on the right side of the 
track and finish on the left. 

“They are just examples of 
the way coasters were made back 
then and how a coaster can sur- 
vive so long,” said John Gerard, of 
San Diego, the group’s public rela- 
tions director. 

Earlier this year, Kennywood 
was named the world’s favorite 


traditional park by the National 
Amusement Park Historical Associ- 
ation, a Chicago-based group ded- 
icated to recognizing and preserv- 
ing amusement parks. 

On Friday, the park will open 
its newest coaster, the Sky Rocket, 
not far from where the Jack Rabbit 
is celebrating its 90th anniversa- 
ry.

What it is: Essentially a haute, fully 
local grocery delivery service, this Vir- 
ginia connpany sources offbeat edibles. 
Owner Donninique Kostelac sends an 
e-nnail to subscribers each week with 
the latest seasonal finds, including 
Shenandoah nneats, foraged wild fruits 
and seltzer water in vintage bottles. Or- 
ders arrive in rustic wooden crates that 
you can return each week. 

What you get: Kostelac is picky with 
purveyors, sourcing only products he 
samples and supports: grass-fed beef, 
jams made in tiny batches and Charlot- 
tesville, Va., bread. Recent additions: 
live blue crabs and handmade flour tor- 
tillas from a Shenandoah mill. 

How much it costs: The first month 
has no delivery fee; subsequent deliver- 
ies require a $25 minimum order plus 
subscription fees, which vary. There are 
also monthly and annual subscription 
fees. Food prices resemble those at 
local farmers markets. 

Who it’s for: Locavores. (Think local bok 
choi. Polyface Farm’s cult meats and Al- 
bemarle Bakery’s Charlottesville breads.) 
Kostelac also offers his own goods, in- 
cluding maple syrup. “We do this to really 
share what’s out here in Virginia," he says. 



First Vine (Firstvine.com) 

What it is: Owners Tom Natan and Dare 
Wenzler import their own wine. 

What you get: The duo regularly travel to 
Europe to meet small-scale vino producers 
and import unusual bottles from France, 
Spain and Italy, and throughout Europe. 

Cost: Usually less than $15 per bottle. The 
team offers free delivery in D.C. for six or 
more bottles and uses FedEx to send orders 
to Virginia. 

Who it’s for: D.C. or Virginia oenophiles. “First 
Vine is for people who like to drink wine a few 
times a week and try new bottles," Natan says. 
They’ll also set up parties and tastings.

SOUPERGIRL 


(Thesoupergirl.com) 

What it is: Former tech exec and stand-up 
comedian Sara Polon got the idea to launch 
a delivery soup company when she couldn’t 
find easy, healthful meals after her long 
workdays. She and her mother started testing 
recipes and debuted their vegan soup delivery 
company in 2008. The bowls of goodness 
nearly exclusively use vegetables from local 
farms. “We say that our soups are healthy, but 
you won’t notice," Polon says. 

What you get: In summer, most soups can 
be eaten chilled or warmed. Ratatouille 
is a tomato-packed answer to the French 
stew, while white gazpacho blends toasted 
almonds, basil, white wine and vegetables. 
Each week, Polon sends a menu of two soups 
(each described in clever short stories) the 
next week. 

How much it costs: $12.75 per quart; free 
delivery for orders of $25 or more. 

Who it’s for: “Moms love us because it really 
solves the ‘What’s for dinner?’ question," 
Polon says. It’s also ideal for busy singles. 






Treet (Treetshop.com) 



What it is: Think of Treet owner, pastry chef Theresa 
Luongo Pinelli, as a therapist for your sweet tooth. Her 
tweaks on classic baked goods range from intensely rich, 
gooey brownies to spiced truffle cookies (85 cents each). 
“I only use local milk, butter and eggs from the farmers 
markets," says Pinelli, who also sells at the Wednesday 
farmers market in Clarendon. 

What you get: It’s tough 
to choose from her wide 
array of indulgences, 
so hedge your bets 
with mixed Treet 
boxes ($9.50), which 
will give you a half- 
dozen each of brownies 
and cookies.
